2. After the initial meeting vith the instructor, the student can begin 
vork on the module cluster. Within a clxister the modules are presented 
sequentially. 



3* When a student begins to study a module, he shoixld first read the 
Cbjective, Prerequisite, and Pre-»assessment sections. A nwber of 
alternatives are then available. For example, the student may decide 
Bft^T reading the pre-assessment procedures that he is comipetent in 
that area. He may then complete the entire pre^-assessment and discuss 
the results with the instxnictor. The instructor vill then be able to 
verify the student's competence. 



U. A second choice is possible if the student feels unsure of the material 
as presented in the pre-assessment. He can then skip the pre-assessment 
and complete the module step by step, including the post-assessment 
procedures . 



The Instructor will consult with the student after the post-assessment 
is coflqplated. At this point if the student and instructor feel the 
conpetenoy involved has been demonstrated, the student id.ll move to the 
tMxt module in the cluster. If the post-assessment reveals acme deficiency, 
remediation will be assigned and another form of post-assesftnudht will than 
be usad«
